He 
told me that Mrs. Thaw’s household in 
Park Avenue had been broken up, and | 
that wanted a quiet hotel. He en- 
gaged for her a suite of rooms, and Mrs. 
Thaw with her maid came here. The} 
suite was rented by the day and there | 
was no lease. . 

‘‘She will not live in the Prince George 
again. She may have been here to-day— | 
this morning—but she is not here now. As 
far as I know, she is out of the city.

Clark had left New York early last De- 
cember for China and other Far Eastern 
countries on important business for the 
company. Mr. Massey said that, Mr. 
Clark had always been in good health and 
cheerful, and that he could not think of 
any reason why he should take his life. 

Yesterday’s mails brought to the firm 
two letters from Mr. Clark, ostensibly 
from Hongkong. In one of them Mr. 
Clark had said, Mr. Massey stated, that 
he would mail the letters so that they 
would come on the Asia, but that he 
would sail on a boat that left a day or 
so later. He must have changed his 
mind after writing that letter, and sailed 
on the Asia. 

A little memorandum book showed that 
Mr. Clark stopped at Honolulu. was in 
Yokohama on Dec. 29, and then went to 
Hongkong. He was in Manila in Janu- 
ary, arriving in San Francisco in Febru- 
ary, according to the memorandum book. 
That notation, however, does not agree 
as to time with the information contained 
in the letters received yesterday, sup- 
posedly from Hongkong. 

The memorandum book sald that Mr. 
Clark left Chicago last Tuesday. If so, he 
must have stopped off at some station. 

In the clothes of the dead man were 
sixty-five gold sovereigns, $72 in Ameri- 
can money, and two sealed letters. One of 
these was for Lanman Kemp, the other 
for George H. Clark, 406 West End Ave- 
nue, one of the dead man’s several broth- 
ers. Clark lived at that number when he 
was in New York. 

The body was taken off the train at 
Jersey City, and sent to the Jersey City 
Morgue. George H. Clark was notified 
of the death of his brother, and hurried 
over to Jersey City to take charge of the 
body. Mrs. George H. Clark, In the ab- 
sence of her husband, refused to say any- 
thing more about the dead man than that 
he had been felling ill before he started 
on the trip. 

Emmons Clark was a middle-aged bach- 
elor. Up to a few years ago he was a 
member of the Seventh Regiment, of

particularly opposed that section of the 
bill forbidding banks to lend money to 
their officers. 

“If it goes through with that provision 
as it stands to-day,'’ says Mr. Hepburn, 
“it will be impossible for any bank to 
purchase a note or discount a note of any 
corporation or association in which any 
of the Directors or officers of the bank 
may be officers. I do not think Senator 
Aldrich wanted that amendment, but it 
was adopted in the last stages of the con- 
sideration of the bill. I think this matter 
calls for the serious consideration and 
criticism of the gentlernen here present, 
because its passage is imminent. 

‘The bill starts out with the provi- 
sion that any bank that has an outstand- 
ing bond-secured circulation equal to 50 | 
per cent, of its capital may avail of the | 
provisions of the bill. Now the bank cir- 
culation outstanding is not a matter of 
volition. A bank has no control over that. 
A bank puts its notes in circulation, and | 
people use them or present them for re- | 
demption as they like; $138,000,000 of 
banknotes were presented for redemption 
during the year ending September last | 
by the banks of New York City. The} 
New York banks can put their notes into 
circulation only, when there is a demand 
for currency in the interior, and they ship | 
their notes to supply such demand. 


Emergency Clause No Aid to Banks. 


“A bank, therefore, cannot control its 
outstanding circulation; it depends alto- 
gether upon business conditions, and the 
changing conditions would lead from | 
money ease up to prices calling for emer- 
gency circulation would be quite as upt 


to find the banks without the 50 per 
cent. of bond-secured circulation as with 
it. It is easily conceivable that in an 
emergency such as the Aldrich bill con- 
templates, the banks of the City of New 
York might not be able to avail of its 
provisions.”

‘While the Fowler bill does not stand 
any chance of enactment, I wish to call 
your attention to some of its features.

Mr. Hepburn Grows Sarcastic. 


“After Jan. 1, 1909, no National bank 
would pay out over its counter any bond- 
secured banknotes. The greenbacks have! 
been a source of gfeat trouble in the past, | 
and now it is proposed by legislation to | 
make the banks contribute .a fund for | 
their redemption, or retirement, or con- 
version into gold notes, as you choose to 
put it. Beautiful, isn’t it! Why not take 
a short cut and make the banks redeem 
the greenbacks immediately out of their 
surplus fund—it is quite ample for the 
purpose.”’ 

Mr. Hepburn’s speech was followed by 
a few words spoken by Isaac N. Selig- 
man in favor of the recommendations of 
the Finance Committee.

It is designed to correct 
the inaccuracies in the discredited law 
now on the statute books, which is in 
error in trying to bring under its juris- 
diction practically all employers whose 
business is inter-State in any sense. In 
the report accompanying its bill the com- 
mittee says on this point: 

A similar act relative to the same subject 
became a law June 11, 1906. The statute was 
declared unconstitutional by the Supreme Court 
of the United States Jan. 6, 1908, on the gen- 
eral ground that the act, being addressed to 
all common carriers engaged in Inter-State 
commerce and imposing a Liability upon them in 
favor of any of their employes, without qualifi- 
cation restriction as to the business in 
which the carriers or their employes may be 
engaged at the time of the injury, of necessity 
includes subjects wholly outside the power of 
Congress to regulate commerce 
The proposed measure avoids that criticism 
by confining the application of its provisions 
to the employes of common carriers who are 
within the regulatory power of Congress over 
commerce while employed by such carriers in 
such commerce. 

An employers’ liability bill {s one of 
the measures the President has repeatedly 
declared in his message he would insist 
upon having enacted at this session. It 
Was expected that the Knox legislation 
would be reported out in short order. For 
some inexplicable reason La Follette is 
first to the fore.

BIG CUT IN STEERAGE RATES, 


Steamship Combine Begins New War 
—To Naples for $15. 


The trans-Atlantic steamship combine |

Assuming that those who voted for the 
withdrawal of the Sept. 1 amendment 
yesterday will stand by the bills on the 
final vote, the measures will receive from 
twenty-eight to thirty votes next Wednes- 
day, twenty-six being necessary to obtain 
their passage. 

Senator Grattan of Albany, who voted 
In support of the Bept. 1 amendment yes- 
terday, announced in the Senate, in ex- 
planation of his vote, that he was moved 
wholly by a desire to protect vested in- 
terests by giving the racing associations 
the advantage of present arrangements 
during the present season, but that he 
intended to vote for the racing bills when 
they came up for final passage. Senator 
Knapp, who also voted with the op- 
ponents of the reforms last night, said 
to-night that he would vote for the bills 
Wednesday. It was said also that Sen- 
ator Wilcox, who is on an indefinite leave 
of absence, but fs expected back before 
Wednesday in time to vote, will be for 
the bills. 

But those in charge of the bills in the 
Senate are not unmindful of the fact that 
the bills are in danger, and will continue 
to be until the final vote is taken. Those 
who lost last night’s battle took courage 
to-day when they succeeded in delaying 
final action. 

Senators who were supposed to be waver- 
ing in their support of the bills were im- 
portuned by men who are championing 
the cause of the race-track interests. 
Senator McCarren, in personal interviews 
ably assisted Senator Grady, whose ekeili

fluence with members of the Senate, and 
it was feared by some of the friends of 
the bills that delay until next week meant 
the defeat of the reforms.

Hart Bill Is Substituted, 


Senator Agnew succeeded in substituting 
the Hart bill amending the Percy-Gray 
law for his own bill, which was identical, 
only after Lieut.

Chanler had over- 
ruled Senator Grady, who made a point 
of order that the substitution could not 
be made until the Senate had reported 
the order of notices and motion.

PRIMARY BILL Is ‘BURIED. 


i: Assembly Votes Against Bringing Sav: | 
ernor’s Reform from Committee. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, N. Y., April 2.—Republicans 
and Democrats of the machine type in 
the Assembly joined hands to-day in 
burying a little deeper the Travis-Green 
Direct Primaries Nomination bill, one of 
the measures recommended by Gov. 
Hughes in his annual message to the 
Legislature, and a reform in which the 

{Governor is much interested. 

The Direct Primaries Nomination bill is 
one of the most important links in the 
chain of ballot reforms, including the in- 
auguration of the Massachusetts ballot, 
which were recommended by the Govern- 
or. A recommendation for the passage 
of such a bill was contained in the Gov- 
ernor’s message of last year. So insistent 
was he on this reform then that he sent 


special messages to both houses, after the 
bill had been defeated once, urging its 
passage. 

Assemblyman James A. Francis of the 
Twenty-third New York District, a fol- 
lower of Congressman Herbert Parsons, 
Chairman of the New York County Re- 
publican Committee, made a motion to 
have the committee “discharged from fur- 
ther consideration of the bill at a time 
when Assemblyman Green was absent 
from the Chamber, 

That the result would be to defeat the 
motion by an overwhelming vote and to 
bury the bill, which is opposed by all the 
machine leaders on both sides, there could 
have been. o possible doubt. Mr. Green 
returned to the Assembly Chamber and 
denounced the action of Mr. Francis in 
a spirited speech. 

The vote wag then taken. It stood 107 
to 27 against discharging the committee 
and bringing the bill out in the open 
where it could be debated. Only a scat- 
tering of independents voted in the af- 
firmative, 

Mr. Francis, after the bill had been 
buried, said that he had been unjustly 
accused by a New York newspaper of 
being opposed to the measure, and that 
he made the motion both to show that he 
was not and because he sincerely wanted 
to see the bill pass, 

It is understood that the Governor will 
urge the Legislature in a special message 
to pass the Direct Nominations bill be- 
fore it adjourns, 


EIGHT BANKING BILLS PASSED, 


Senate Approves Permitting Savings 
Institutions to Hypothecate Securities, 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, April 2.—Eight of the seven- 


teen bills amending the banking law to 
|; carry out suggestions made by the State 


Superintendent of Banks and the special 
commission appointed by the Goverror to 
investigate the banking situation were 
passed by the Senate to-day, and now go 
to the Governor. These bills were a spe- 
cial order, and in nearly every instance 
Senator Grady offered objections, the 
main object of attack being the plan to 


increase the power of the Superintendent 
of Banks. A call of the Senate was re- 
quired to pass some of the bills, but itn 
the main the votes in opposition were 
those of Democratic Senators, 

The measures which received the ap- 


proval of the Senate to-day contain these 
provisions: 

Giving the savings banks, under certain 
conditions, the power to hypothecate their 
securities. It is intended to give this 
power to remove the necessity of requir- 
ing a sixty-day notice of withdrawal. It 
is indorsed by the State Savings Banks’ 
Association. 

Providing for the valuation of savings 
bank securities by amortization. It se- 
cures the advantage of investment equally 
over the terms of investment, 

Providing for reports of savings banks 
on the basis of amortization. 

Requiring the Directors of banks and 
trust companies to be actual owners free 
from incumbrance of the stock qualifying 
them as Directors. The amendment, 
is said, will insure actual interest in the 
corporation and prevent the dummy sys- 
tem. 

Providing for the valuation of securi- 
ties held as capital investment of trust 
companies by amortization. The purpose 
of the bill is to prevent the raising or 
lowering of permanent investments 
meet the fluctuations of the daily market. 

Amending the law relative to the in- 
corporation of banks, giving the Super- 
intendent power to reject the organiza- 
tion of a new bank when he does not 
actually approve it. Notice of the inten- 
tion to organize a State bank is also re- 
quired by the amendment. 

Enabling safe deposit companies to 
serve the patrons of branch banks or 
trust companes by opening branches when 
the capital is more than $100,000. The 
safe deposit companies act as custodians 
only, and are usually connected with 
banks or trust companies. 

The Assembly passed two banking bills 
to-day. The most important measure pro- 
vides that the Superintendent of Banks 
shall take possession of insolvent institu- 
tions instead of receivers appointed by 
the courts. The bill practically provides 
the same system for insolvent State banks 
as is in operation in connection with the 
insolvent National banks.

THE BLACK HAND SUSPECTED 


Last of Several Attempts to Blow Up} 


the Place with Dynamite Wrapped 
In Rags— Two Arrests. 


Cries of ‘‘fire’ coming from the floor 
above his head sent Hmanuelo Spartaro, 
who owns the five-story tenement at 427 
East Twelfth Street, running out of his 
grocery store on the ground floor and up 
the stairs to the floor above at 5 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. Antonio Bassi, who 
lives in the rear flat on the second floor, 
had been in the grocery, and he ran 
upstairs with Spartaro. 

In a corner in the front of the hall the 
men saw a pile of rags on fire. On| 
last Tuesday Spartaro had discovered 
a similar fire, and after pufting it 
out he had found five sticks of dynamite 
wrapped up in the rags, so yesterday he 
shouted to Bassi to hasten for some 
water. The man returned from his flat 
with a pail, and Spartaro threw it on 
the blaze. 

At the same instant there was a terrifio 
explosion. Bassi was flung off his feet 
and Spartaro was knocked through the 
banisters and half way down the stairs 
to the lower floor, where he lay uncon- 
scious. Panic-stricken tenants of thv/| 
house ran over his body in their efforts | 
to reach the sidewalk. 

The explosion had rocked, the whole 
house. Windows fell out of their frames, 
and the broken particles of glass clat- 
tered down into the street. The doors 
leading into the two front flats on the 
first floor were blown from their hinges 
and tossed inside the flats. Mrs. Giovanni 
Liberatore and Mrs, Dominick Lappani, 
each of whom has a young baby, rushed 
to the front windows when the doors 
blew in, and would have thrown them- 
selves and the babies out but for the 
shouts of warning of persons below. 

In the grocery {n the meantifne there 
had been a panic. Mrs. Spartaro had 
been waiting on customers when the ex- 
plosion occurred. A large section of the 
ceiling in the rear of the store fell. Par- 
ticles of plaster and bits of lathing flew 
about the store and canned goods and 
groceries toppled off the shelves. Mrs. 
Spartaro was half buried beneath the 
débris and the customers ran wildly to 
the street, not stopping to help the 
woman. She escaped serious injury. 

Policemen Burke and Cahill of the East 
Fifth Street Station found Spartaro on 
the stairs and called Dr. Simon from 
Bellevue Hospital. He took Spartaro 
The man was a muss of bruises and 


said that he was not seriously injured. 
There had evidently been a bomb con- 
cealed in the burning rags and Spartaro 
told the police that it had undoubtedly 
been put there by members of the Black 
Hand. He said that he had been receiv- 
ing Black Hand letters constantly for 
nearly two years. For a time he had 
turned them over to the police, but when 


he found that they made no arrests, and 
that nothing ever came of the threats, he 
began to ignore the warnings. 

“This is to teach me to obey,” he 
moaned yesterday. ‘Next time I shall 
be killed.”’ 

Spartaro said that until four or five 
months ago he had lived at 419 East 
Twelfth Street, and that a few days after 
he moved away,a bomb was exploded in 
the house. Last Tuesday, he sald, he dis- 
covered the blazing rags in the hall of 427, 
and put out the fire, and then found the 
sticks of dynamite. Early on the morning 
of March 9 he had found a similar fire, 
sticks of dynamite being wrapped in the 
blazing rags. On that occasion Police- 
men Burke and Coffee arrested three men 
whom they found in the neighborhood, 
but they were discharged next day in 
court. 

Spartaro said that he had received the 
latest Black Hand letter on Wednesday. 
It demanded that he put $5,000 near the 
railroad station at Jamaica, L. I., on pen- 
alty of death. He said that he had ig- 
nored it. 

The police arrested Bassi and Giovanni 
Gaspare, who live on the third floor. 
They found Bassi washing his cuts in 
his own home and charged him with 
being a suspicious person, although he 
explained that he had been hurt while 
helping Spartaro to put the fire out. 
Gaspare had a powder-blackened cut on 
one hand, said the police, and they con- 
sidered this fact enough to hold him on. 


HINTS RUSSIAN SPIES DID IT. 


Socialist Organ Has Two Theories to 
Account for Union Square Explosion. 


In its issue of to-morrow The New York 
Socialist, the English-speaking weekly or- 
gan of the Socialist Party, under whose 
auspices the proposed unemployed dem- 
onstration in Union Square last Saturday 
was to have been held, will comment edi- 
torially on the bomb explosion, in part as 
follows: 

“The theory of an Anarchist plot may 
be dismissed, since all who are familiar 
with the situation know its inherent im-

his sufferings and having been finally 
stung to madness by the clubbing he is 
said to have received from a uniformed 
thug, decided to have revenge. 2. That 
{he was incited and assisted by some per- 
sons interested in having a bomb outrage 
committed. 

“So far as the facts are now before us, 
we incline to the former theory. But 
j the second theory cannot be altogether 
'dismissed. It is certain that there are in 
New York many Russian police spies, 
‘some of whom are always trying to in- 
;cite attempts at riot, assassination, ‘ ex- 
| propriation,’ &c. 
| ** That these have thelr relations with 
the city detective force, as well as with 
|the Russian Consulate, there can be little 
ijdoubt. Anything they could do to dis- 
credit the Russian-born population in this 
country—the refugees from the tyranny 
;of Czarism—would be so much gained for 
ithe autocracy of St. Petersburg.”

PLANS FOR A NEW SUBWAY. 


Utilities Board Takes Steps to Push 
Through Broadway-Lexington Av. Line 


Chairman Willcox announced yesterday 
that the Public Service Commission had 


passed a resolution instructing its en- 
gineer,, Henry B. Seaman, to prepare 
plans for the Broadway-Lexington Ave-~ 
nue Subway route which the commission 
laid out some time ago and which has 
been approved by the-~Board of Estimate.

ENGLISH INVESTORS SHY. 


Banker Writes That We Have Too 
Many Receiverships—Turns to Canada. 


John H. Davis of the Wall Street bank- 


ing house of John H. Davis & Co. re- 
ceived a personal letter yesterday from 
the head of one of the most important 
financial institutions in England in reply 
to a suggestion that many securities of 
honestly managed American corporations 
could be bought with confidence. The 
letter says: 

It is an undoubted fact that the careful 
English investor is now turning his attention to 
Canada as the best field for investments with- 
out the risk of receiverships, a system so freely 
adopted of late in the United States. Canada is 
a country marvelous in its progress and, up 
to date, 
administration of justice, whether criminal or 
civil actions, which is now lacking 
United States. 

Mr. Davis said, commenting upoefi this 
extract: ‘“ ae would so quickly re- 
store English confidence in American se- 
curities as vigorous civil and criminal 
prosecution of the persons responsible for 
the ootages of our banking, railway, and 
industrial companies. 

“It is a deplorable fact that foreign 
and home investors are unwilling to pur- 
chase securities of our many honestly and 
capably managed corporations because of 
the failure of prosecuting officers to re- 
lentlessly pursue lawbreakers, and be- 
cause of the apathy of stockholders and 
Directors toward speculations by banking 
interests and railroad managers allied 
with them.”

DUTY OF THE VERY RICH. 


It is a mere coincidence that the frus-

and smothered rather than extinguished 
by prompt official action, was not di- 
rectly engendered, of course, by the fre- 
quent evidence of the lack of discipline 
and respect for moral conventions 
among very rich Americans. 

The disregard of ordinary prudence in 
the conduct of their domestic relations, 
the willful neglect of the proprieties, 
among rich people, however, tend to 
increase the volubility of the agitators 
against existing social conditions. That 
the men and women generally most 
conspicuous in their condemnation of 
the prevailing ideas of law and order 
are often noted for their own lack of 
morality has nothing to do with the 
case,

in the United States, It fs the clear 
duty of people in high places to assist 
in the peaceable solution of its prob- 
lems as much by the good example of 
their own private lives as by their pub- 
lic acts and utterances, Inheritors of 
famous names, even when the fame Is 
founded exclusively on the acquisition 
of power through accumulated wealth, 
injure the whole community when they 
exhibit themselves as creatures of self- 
ish whims and passions. They escape 
punishment, except so far as their share 
of social disgrace is punishment, (and 
that seems to be negligible in most 
cases,) and domestic turmofl seems to 
lend zest to life for some of them. But 
somo millions of their respectable coun- 
trymen suffer greatly in mind for their 
shortcomings. 

Within a_year we have had far too 
many marital scandals, and other re- 
sults of moral turpitude in our “ high 
life ""—that is to say, among the rich 
Americans—and there is not enough in- 
tellectual force, artistic appreciation, or 
public spirit among people of that qual- 
{ty to compensate the country for the

FACTS AND PROPHECIES. 

Inter-State Commeroe Commissioner 
LAN® selected an unfortunate day upon 
which to correct Mr. Hiuu's diagnosis 
of the railway situation, Mr. Hin re- 
marked that the recovery is slower than 
had been hoped, and Mr. Lanp predicts 
that there will be a shortage of freight 
cars next Fall. If he would only guaer- 
antee it all would rejoice,- But in order 
to guarantee it he would need to know 
the result of the unplanted crops. Wall 
Street is not dealing in futures as much 
as it was before reform had made such 
progress, Wall Street prefers “ spots” 
just now, amd the fact is that on the 
day that Commissioner Lanz made his 
prophecies seventeen railways were em- 
ploying 18 per cent. less than their 
complement of employés, a percentage 
corresponding to lack of employment 
for 845,000 men, or, rather, more than 
one employ6 to each sidetracked freight 
|car,, Much of this unemployment of 
the railways is due to the “strike” of 
@ quarter million of soft coal miners. 
Nominally the stoppage is for negotia- 
tions, but negotiations would not be 
allowed to stop the mines if there were 
a demand for coal. An excess of coal 
supply bespeaks idleness in other in- 
dustries than railways. When fac- 
tories are not burning coal they are 
not shipping goods. 

Commissioner Lanz is unable to un- 
derstand why there is such a persistent 
circulation of disquieting rumors when 
for seven months the net operating rev- 
enue per mile has fallen only from $310 
to $307, and remains above any previ- 
ous year. In the first place, the decline 
in business is cumulative, and is not 
fully shown in the months selected. The 
business is worse than described, the 
latest reported net operating reve- 
nue beipg one-half of October's. More- 
over, the net has been enlarged by 
starving maintenance, so that on some 
roads a long time will be required to 
restore the conditions preceding the 
anti-railway agitation. So serious is 
this in some cases that committees of 
employés are protesting to the manage- 
ments. But, although earnings are de- 
creasing and roads running down, fixed 
charges are irreducible, and each of 
800,000 idle freight cars ig a source of 
expense instead of profit. 

Nevertheless the power of recupera- 
tion is great, but there is no possible 


recuperation or protection against Govy-| ures of next Sunday’s Timms.

alone, taxation has increased from 
$43,000,000 to $81,000,000 within a 
decade. With profits from freight rev- 
enue of less than one mill per ton mile 
and declining, Commissioner LANE may 
cipher out at his leisyre one of the 
obstacles to reviving profits—and there 
can be no confidence without profits 
realized, not merely promised. 

Optimism is a good fault, and pessi- 
mism @ bad one, but counsel of good 
cheer is a mere invitation to dwell in 
a fool’s paradise when gross has fallen 
81 per cent., expenses have been re- 
duced only 21 per cent., and the work- 
ing ratio has risen from 67 per cent. to 
76 per ocent., not to mention higher 
taxes and charges, and receiverships 
and forfeitures of charters, and other 
little incidents of that sort in contempo- 
rary railway administration. 

Commissioner Lann asks if railway 
men emphasize these things because 
there is a Congress at Washington and 
&@ President in the White House. Partly 
60, and partly because there recently 
were forty State Legislatures working 
overtime turning out laws producing 
these results. Hope is possible because 
Congress will soon adjourn, and next 
year there will be only ten Legislatures 
in session instead of forty.

Moreover, 
the bomb thrower’s act is repudiated in 
precisely those quarters where he might 
have looked for sympathy, if not inspi- 
ration. BmrkMAN, the suspected ac- 
complice of the bomb thrower, repudi- 
ates not only him but all bomb throw- 
ing in the name of Socialism. Better 


clalism, Thus Lresav, presiding at an 
east side Socialist meeting, lamented 
that Socialism was placed upon its de- 
fense by a maniacal act. PRITCHARD, 
Secretary of the International Pavers 
and Rammers’ Union, and Drvravux, 
President of the Actors’ Protective 
Union, are among spokesmen of the 
unions who repudiate the act, 

Perhaps the most striking incident of 
all was the spirited address of Rosin- 
80N, Secretary of the Central Federated 
Union, before a meeting of parlor So- 
clalists, whom he made to gasp by quo- 
tations from Marx and Brsrt., proph- 
ets whom they know rather by dilution 
and filtration than by study in the orig- 
inal. They were amazed to learn that 
Marx preached revolution and war 
upon society, aftthough it must be ad- 
mitted that this was only in one stage 
of his career, and that Bmsmn coun- 
seled that socia] wounds should be kept 
festering in order that class distinctions 
might be emphasized. These amateurs 
were shocked at learning the company 
they kept, and they might well have 
been abashed to be set right In such a 
matter by a plain workingman,. To 
have their leadership repudiated and 
their teachings corrected by a disciple 
was something like insult as well as en- 
lightenment, As for poor RoserT 
Huntper, it is enough to say that the 
most “advanced” journal in the city, 
in its new role of conservatism, went 
out of its way to praise the police whom 
Hunter condemned for brutality. 

This ought rather to be encouraging 
than surprising, for it is of record that 
American trades unions are less Soctal- 
ist than the unions of other nations, 
and that the cult is rather losing than 
gaining ground among our labor classes, 
however it may grow at the polls, The 
extinct Knights of Labor, for example, 
had a motto of the “ grand freemasonry 
of labor” which played a part analo- 
gous with the Socialist ory of the " sol- 
diership of the plowshare.” But the 
trades unions have thrived, while the 
Knights disappeared, expressly because 
the Knights subordinated trade polloy— 
that is, the polloy of improving wage 
earners’ conditions under the existing 
régime—to far-reaching schemes of so- 
cla] reconstruction. At the time that 
the trades unions triumphed over the 
Knights they were criticised by the So- 
clalist press as being tools of the em- 
ployers because they were traitors to 
the red badge fraternity. 

The reason is simple. The American 
workman has no realizing sense of in- 
feriority. He thinks of himself both as 
good as his employer, and also as a pos- 
sible employer. The idea of equality 
does not tempt him because he aspires 
to rising above the level. He is individ- 
ualistic because he thinks upon improv- 
ing his own affairs rather than reform- 
ing the world. This spirit of manhood, 
rather than bitterness toward superiors, 
goes to such extremes among American 
workmen that they reject or languidly 
accept anything like patronage. This is 
illustrated by their public repudiation 
of the parlor Socialists and by the 
scant success of the patriarchalism of 
well-meaning trusts toward their em- 
ployés. On the other hand, when the 
employés’ sympathies are truly enlisted 
there is such a splendid success as in 
the purchase of stock upon plans like 
that of the Steel Corporation, making 
employés partners or profit sharers in 
great numbers, American workmen 
are not Socialists, because that doctrine 
is not adapted tc growth on American 
soll,

Duke of Portiand’s Famous Old Horse 
Dies of Senile Decay.

LONDON, April 2-—-The Duke of 
Portland’s famous old race horse and 
Stallion St: Simon died here to-day of 
senile decay aged twenty-seven years. 

St. Simon was purchased twenty- 
three years ago by the Duke of Port- 
land for 1,600 guineas, and as a return 
for this investment St. Simon, through 
his service as a racer and stallion, to- 
gether with his produce, earned for 
his owner a total of about £300,000. 
St. Simon as a race horse wds never 
defeated, and many valuable and nota- 
ble stakes were numbered among his 
winnings. His success at the stud was 
unprecedented. 

In nineteen years the produce of St. 
Simon earned £529,933, and at the stud 
for many years averaged £20,000 an- 
nually, while his progeny won for the 


Duke of Portland alone at least 
£100,000. ‘ 


8t. Simon was the sire of Diamond 
Jubilee and Persimon, which respectively 
won the Derby in 1900 and 1906. These 
horses were run in the colors of the then 
Prince of Wales, now King Edward.

“There is not the slightest cause for 
doubt regarding the successful running 
of the Vanderbilt Cup race next Fall,” 
said Chairman Jefferson De Mont Thomp- 
son at the close of this meeting. ‘A. L. 
Riker has promised two Locomobiles for 
the race, and he says the cars will be 
ready for road work within a short time. 
E. R. Thomas has two of his-big Thomas 
cars in preparation. Two Appersons are 
assured by Edgar Apperson, and in addi- 
tion two Isoltas, one Darracq, and one 
Renault are promised. It shows that the

In connection with the change in the 
language of the commission's report be- 
tween the time it was sent to Congress 
and of its distribution to the public it is 
interesting to recall the criticism which 
the language of the original report called 
forth in railroad labor unfon circles.
